The German Arcile Expodition,
From the London Bun, December W,

Al the monthly mecting of the Geographioul
Association, which has just taken place st Berlin,
Capiain Werner dellvered s long addreess, in
which he detalled the plan drawn up by Dr,
Petermuann for the proposed expaelition, and
stuted his own views upon the probability of fta
suooess, It i intended to  begln the voyaza at
the commencement of spring, and to take Ham-
merfest—a harbor which never [reeros—as the
startlog point of the expedition, Thehce Spita-
bergen will be visited, with a view of examinin
the beds used by the Datoh for upwards o
» century, where, should the coal be found really
in quantity, a depot might be set up.

o apparently very extensive fiahing-grounds
to the south wide of the Island will also be ex-
plored, Connected herewith will be nn explo-
ration of Eales Land, 1ving to the east of Spitz-

n, which has probably been often enough
visited by walrus hunters, but never by a sclen-
tific oxpedition, and of which no one yet cun
say whether it ia an iglund, the commencement
of an arclupelago, or éven of a confinent. The
expedition will then stretch away to the west,
endenvoring to penctrate w3y Iar as possible
towards the north, in order to discover whether
the North Pole & immediately surrounded by a
sea froe of iee, and will next pursue its course
to the enst oconst of Greenland, whonee 1t will
also feel ite way s far north as can be anocom-
plished, Tuarning then to the east, the expedi-
tion will cross the Biborian sea, aud, if favored
by fortune, return through the Arctic Ocsan.

Whether, and to what extent, the entlve plan
may be accomplished, depends naterally upon
circumstances, bt Captain Werner believod
himsell able to nssure his hearers that no efforts
would be wanting on the part ol the leader and

arvoipators in the enterprise to insure suceess,

he speaker hoped the Prussinn Governmoent
would give one of its war vessels for the expodt
tiop, and that in other respects the netion gene
rally would bestow upon It a+ much support as
the BEnglish had repestedly done with the Arctlc
expeditions fitted out by their Government,
Should the Prossinn povernment decline to give
& ship for the purpose, the nest best plan wonld
be to accept tho otfer of a Bremen house, which
tendered two wooden transports lately disposad
of by the American governmenl. These would
cost together about $00,000, 1t would be ndvi-
sable to equip two ships, provisloned for threc
years, in ¢ase of being frozen in.

The cost of purchase and cquipment, provi-
stoning, m&;, and hire ol crews, and all other
expenses, Oaptain Werner estimates at 220,000
thalers (about £31,600), ndmitting this sum to

, Jeave u liberal margin for unforesecn untlay,
The original plan s to accomplish the whole
voynage within eight months, and it is only in
case of being ungxpectedly frozen io that a three
yeard' sojourn in the Aretic regions i# al all con-
templated, As in the preliminary reconnoigaance
voyage in August lust, when the cngines broke
down before the vessel was out ot the Elbe,
numbers of offars had been recelved from expe-
rienced, tried, and sclentifically educated sea-
men to take part in the etpedition. A large
number of voung versons had also applied from
the navigation chools, so that the crews of two
ships could consist almost entirely of picked
volunteers, all scientifically educated men, pre-
senfing an altogether novel tosture la the exe
pedition.
